The Oak ville Revival. 

We closed our meeting at Oak 
ville this morning with a lively 
prayer meeting. This was the 
first visit we made to the breth- 
ren since the organization and 
revival in September. All who 
stepped aboard the old gospel ship 
laat tall are there yet, and are 
alive and hopeful. Bro. David 
Teeter preaches for them twice 
a month, and they hold prayer 
meeting on Thursday evening of 
each week. The frame work of 
the church is up, it stands on an 
elevated lot in about the center 
ot the village, and presents a 
beautiful appearance to the vil- 
lage and surrounding country. 
Its dimensions are, 36x54, 16 
feet story, , self-supporting roof, 
between third and half pitch, 
and will be 69 feet from founda- 
tion to top ot spire. Tbe bell 
came on the evening train of 
the 23rd ult, and on the morn- 
ing of the 24th, it poured out 
its deep tones over the village 
and was beard four miles in the 
distance. This was the first 
time that a church bell was ever 
heard in Oakville, a railroad 
village of 100 inhabitants. The 
brethren organized a Sabbath 
school laat Sunday. Brother J . 
T. Holsinger was elected Super- 
intendent David Teeter assist- 
ant, sister Sally Dearman secre- 
tary and Mollie Metzker assist- 
ant, and brother John Johnson 
chorister. Brother Johnson is a 
young man of promise, a school 
and music teacher, and was 
baptized into the Redeemer's 
death with 3 others, (one lady) 
when the murcury indicated 22 
degrees below zero. 

The immediate result of the 
present meeting was 14 additions. 
Several others virtually said they 
wonld come before long. 

Brother Elias Teeter, of Pleas- 
ant Hill, Obio, was here visiting 
friends and attended some of the 
meetings and preached some for 
us. 

The Brethren church which 
was organized on the 10th, day 
of last September, in the ware 
bouse in Oakville, Ind., with 7 
members, now has a church 
houae under good headway, has 
preaching regularly, has a live 
prayer meeting in which all 
participate, has a Sunday school 
organized, and has 74 members 
with bright prospects for a num- 
ber more ere very long. With 
the talent the brethren have 
they certainly can build up a 
strong church it they continue 
in the work with as much energy 
as they have so far. They have 
several school teachers among 
them, then there are a number 
of the younger members who 
are good scholars. Then there 
too, is old Squire Hale who has 
been a Methodist exhorter and 
is full of methodist zeal yet, and 
with the experience he has had 
both as a minister and magistrate, 
makes a strong spoke in the 
wheel. Oakville is nearly a 
Brethren town now, and they 
seem to have the good will of 
the rest ot the citizens of the 
village and surrounding neigh- 
borhood who belong to other 
churches, they attend their pray- 


er meetings and worship with 
them, and some even say they 
feel more at home among them 
than they do any where else. 
May God help them to be faith - 
fnl. 

At our last regular appoint- 
ment at Bunker Hill 1 came out 
for baptism and brother John M, 
Fox was ordained.
